The value of all new buildings, including houses, completed in 
Tasmania during June quarter, 1954, was £2,445,000 a decrease of £296,000 
compared with Merch quarter, 1954, and £158,000 less than in June quarter 
1953, New houses valued at 2,043,000 comprised 83.5 per cent of the total 
value of completions. 


The value of new buildings commenced during June quarter, 1954 was 
£2,909,000, an increase of £351,000 compared with March quarter, 1954 and 
£1,276,000 more than June quarter, 1953. 

The value of new buildings under construction at 30th June, 1954 was 
£11,782,000 an increase of £928,000 compared with 31st March, 1954 and 
£1,288,000 more than as at 30th June, 1953. In comparing these values due 
allowance should be made for any movement in building costs.

The value of work done on new buildinss has been calculated from data 
collected on builder's returns. Accordinz to the information recorded on 
these returns the value of work done during the June quarter, 1954, was 
£2, 744,000 compared with £2,295,000 in March quarter, 1954 and £2,591,000 
in June quarter, 1953. Of the March quarter total, £1,876,000 or 68.4% 4 
represented work done in respect of housese Hobart and suburbs accounted d 
for £993,000 or 36.2% of the total value; Launceston and suburbs for | 
£657,000 or 23.9% and the rest of the State for 1,094,000 or 39.9%.

There were 5,576 persons including 1,341 working principals 
engaged on the construction of new buildings at 30th June, 1954. Of these 2,783 were 
carpenters by trade, 362 bricklayers and 1,089 builders' labourers. 


: Of the 5,576 persons engaged at 30th June, 1954, 4,158 were 
working on private contract jobs, 750 on owner—built. jobs and 668 on Government: day 
labour projects. The returns indicated that 2,851 were working on new houses, 1,787 
on other new buildings, 161 on alterations and additions to houses, 414 on alte seantehe 
and additions to other buildings and 363 on repair and maintenance work.

8. DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED 


Owner — Builder: For the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner—builder 

is a person who is actually building his own house 
or is having his house built under his ovm direction without the services 
of a Contractor. 


Commenced $ A building is regarded as having been commenced when 

-- work on the foundation has begun. Owing to the difficulty 
of defining the exact point that this represents in building operations, it is 
probable that interpretations placed upon it by informants are not entirely 
uniform. 


Complete? A building is regarded as having been completed when 
the builder has fulfilled the terms of the contract. As 
with commencemcnts, the interpretations placed upon this definition may vary. 
Under Construction: A building yemaining uncompleted at the end of a period 
is regarded as being under construction regardless of 
whether construction was actively proceeding on thet particular date. 


Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons actually 

working on new buildings on a specified day. They include 
working principals, employees, men working as, or for, sub-contractors and men 
temporarily laid off on account of weather. In addition, they include some 
employees engaged on alterations, additions, renovations or repairs to buildings 
when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor who builds new buildings. The 
figures include estimates for persons working on owner—built houses. 


Values: All values shown cxclude the value of land and represent 
the estimated value of buildings on completion. 


All figures in this bulletin relate to the operations of 
private contractors, Government Authroities and owner—buildcers. 


Figures rel.te only to the operations of persons who 
build now buildings. 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to 
buildings are excluded, because of the difficulty in obteining complete lists 
of persons wio are..engaged in those operations. 


igures for houses exclude converted military huts, 
flats, and shop dwellings. ome houses built on farms are excluded but these
